TURNING TO BONE. 


Peculiar Case of Ossification in 
Philadelphia. 


Started With a Tuwor—Progress of the 
Disease—An Acceptable Excuse for Not 
Answering a Summons to do Jury Duty. 


_Philadelphia, April 21.—There is 4 
living man in this city who is turning 
to bone, and who has for three years 
thus been graduaily approaching a cer- 
tain death. The case was brought to 
public notice through the calling of the 
list of jurors for the current term of 
the Quarter Sessions Court. When the 
name of Franklin Fletcher, of No. 
2011 North Srd street, was called a 
man in the audience said: 

“WYour Honvur, he is in no condition 
to serve. Here is a doctor's certificate. 
I ask that he be excused.’ 

“What is his ailment?” 
Judge Gordon. 

“He is becoming petrified.” 

“Well, then, I'll excuse him, of course; 
we don’t want any more petrified jurors 
here than we ean help.” 

It is a caze of ossification, not petri- 
fication. Mr. Fletcher was a salesman 
of middle age and good health, when 
one day about three years ago a pe- 
culiar sort of lump began to form on 
his chest. In a few days the lump had 
grown to alarming proportions, and one 
morning as he was leaving the house he 
Was taken with such violent pains 
through all the muscles of his body that 
he had to go to bed. A doctor was 
sent for, and in the meantime the pains 
subsided. 

The tumor was treated and soon pass- 
ed away, but the pains returned, and the 
unfortunate man noticed that he was 
becoming rigid. He thought he had a 
peculiar form of rheumatism and went 
to a physician for a thorough examina- 
tion. When this was concluded the fol- 
lowing remarkable conversation took 
place : 

“Well, Doctor, it’s only rheumatism 
after all, isn’t it?” 

“Shall I tell you the 
asked the medical man. 

“Why, yes, of course.” 

“Well, Mr. Fletcher, your case is hope- 
less, Your disease will end in death soon, 
and there is no known medicine on earth 
that can cure it.” 

The sick man said nothing, but his 
face was as white as death and beads of 
cold perspiration stood out on his brow. 
The doctor nerved himself and con- 
tinued: 

“Td best let you know the worst at 
once, You won't suffer much at first. 
These violent pains will soon subside, 
but every day you will find yourself get- 
ting stiffer, First, the glands through- 
out your body will become hard, When 
you bend your limbs too much it will 
seem like you are tearing your muscles, 
After a while your muscles will become 
hardened, and your limbs will feel much 
heavier than formerly. At last you will 
have to keep your bed. 

Hs Up to this stage your mental facul- 
ties and stomach will be practically 
unimpaired, but soon after you are too 
stiff to move about, you will find your 
memory failing you. That will mean 
that the brain tissue is becoming ossi- 
fied. The muscles of your heart, the 
very mainspring of life, will next stiffen. 
Then, Mr. Fletcher, make your will if 
you have not done so previously. Ispeak 
plainly, but in kindness, You have about 
18 months to live.” 

Mr. Fletcher said nothing, but rose, 
shook the doctor’s hand and went home. 
There he has remained since, and is not 
dead yet, though he is surely dying by 
inches. Every day he becomes a_ little 
stiffer, so little that perhaps several 
weeks will pass before any change is 
perceptible, As the physician prophesied, 
his mind has begun to weaken, but the 
doomed man fights bravely for life, al- 
though no one gives any reason to hope, 
Almost every remedy conceivable has 
been tried, but all in vain. Yet this 
brave man continues to struggle even 
after his friends have despaired.

With Their Lives. 


ONE GIRL SERIOUSLY IBJUBBD. 


Ottawa, April 20.—A fire, which is 
generally believed to have been the work 
of an incendiary, broke out at & quarter 
to 8 o'clock this morning in the St. Pat- 
rick’s Orphan Asylum. One of the men 
inmates heard a peculiar noise at that 
early hour, and going down stairs to 
see what it was, discovered the rear of 
the building on fire. He at once hurried 
up stairs, gave the alarm, and then, g0- 
ing to the front of the building, - where 
the fire-box is situated, pulled it. The 
home contained 311 inmates, made up 
of orphan children and old and infirm 
men and women. The firemen had & 
hard fight with the fire, and were as- 
sisted by a large number of citizens. All 
the inmates were rescued with the excep- 
tion of one of the orphans, a girl named 
Clark, who jumped from a window. Her 
arm was broken, and she had to be taken 
to the hospital. The fire was extin- 
guished before any greater damage than 
would be covered by $1,000 was done. 

After the fire was quenched the firemen 
and othera carried the inmates back to 
their old quarters. The origin of the fire 
was under the back veranda, where the 
coal oil tank is kept. 

Chief Young, speaking about the fire 
this morning, said during all the excite- 
ment the nuns behaved with great cool- 
ness. As for himself, he saye that the 
fact of so many helpless people being 
in the house made him and his men 
pass through @ most anxious time before 
they had got the inmates out of the 
burning building. — The Police Depart- 
ment has taken up the matter, and this 
morning Detective Flannigan was de- 
tailed to investigate.

power of Parliament. 

Mr. Chariton said ‘this power was 
abused, and should be repealed. There 
was too much government in this coun- 
try by Orders-in-Council. 

Mr. Gibson complained that the power 
was not fairly exercised. He knew of a 
case in which Mair Bros., of St. Cathar- 
ines, had been refused permission to bring 
in plates free for repairing ships, where- 
as a Hamilton firm have been given the 
privilege. 

Mr. Wallace explained that in that 
case the plates imported were for repair: 
ing wooden ships, and consequently did 
not come within the clause of the free 
list admitting plates {ree for ships of 
iron or composite. 

Mr. Davies considered that the Gov- 
ernment had not eonstrued the power 
properly. There was no authority to 
discriminate, but at present articles 
were admitted for a special class of 
manufacturers, while the same privilege 
was denied to other manufacturers. 

Sir John Thompson—The object of the 
power conferred by the statute was that 
as new industries arise the Government 
might be able to enlarge the free list on 
their behalf. The power existed in 15¢+. 
He contended that the intention of Par- 
liament was that goods imported free 
under this power should be for some spe- 
cific purpose, and not for indiscriminate 
use. 

Mr. Laurier called attention to the 
case of the Welland Vale Manufacturing 
Company, of St. Catharines, which by 
Order-in-Council, dated April 13th, 1593, 
had been given a special rebate of duty 
paid for material used in axes and tools 
afterwards exported. He considered this 
was discrimination against all other like 
manufacturers. 

Sir John Thompson—It appears to have 
been a special case. 

Mr. Mills (Bothwell)—But that 
injustice to the other companics. 

Sir John Thompson—But none others 
applied for the rebate. ; 

Mr. Casey contended that distinction 
had been made in the case of the Wel- 
land Vale Manufacturing Company, 
which had been granted a rebate con- 
trary to the spirit of the Act. The sys- 
tem opened the way for corruption and 
favoritism, and anything that put it in 
the power of Ministers to create an abuse 
should be immediately wiped off the 
statute book. 

Mr. Laurier said the case of the Wel- 
land Vale Manufacturing Company was 
a perfect illustration of the latitude af- 
forded the Government to discriminate, 
however honestly intended, between 
manufacturer and manuufacturer. The 
Welland Vale Manufacturing Company 
had claimed an increased rebate and 
more than the other manufacturers on 
the basis of increased duties on iron 
from 17 1-2 per cent. ad valorem in 1879 
to $13 a ton, or about 60 per cent. A 
special order-in-Council had been passed 
to meet the case, which was discrimina- 
tion. 

Mr. Foster—Did any others apply and 
not get a rebate ? 

Mr. Laurier—I do not know. In 1886 
a general law was made, which could 
be taken advantage of by any manufac- 
turer, byt in 1893 a special law, was 
made for this one firm. 

Sir John Thompson said this firm had 
come to the Government, and stated 
that they had a special grievance, and 
how could the Government refuse them 
a hearing ? 

Mr. Laurier—But it was not a special 
grievance. 

Sir John Thompson said he thought it 
was. It referred only to this particular 
firm and their goods. He would like the 
hon. gentleman to show a case where any 
other firm or manufacturer had applied 
with a grievance, and had not been 
given a hearing. 

Mr. Laurier said it was the duty of the 
Government to publish all orders-in- 
Council, so that all manufacturers 
might know where they stood, and what 
they were entitled to. 

Mr. Wallace said that was exactly 
what the Government had done. A re- 
bate of 90 per cent. was given to all 
manufacturers who applied and could 
prove the quantity of material used, etc. 
This constituted the special case, and 
was done by the Welland Vale Manufac- 
turing Company. A firm was required to

estination, upon which they got a re- 
fund by departmental order. 

The House went into Committee of 
Ways and Means, and proceeded with the 
consideration of the tariff. 

Sir Richard Cartwright considered it 
was extraordinary to tax oatmeal 68 
cents, and oate, the raw material, $1 4 
barrel.

The clan system of government was in 
its way an ideally perfect one—prob- 
ably the only perfect one that has ever 
existed. Perhaps jt was the very thor- 
oughness of its adaptation to early needs 
that made it so hagd to adjust to new 
necessities. In its principles and motives 
it was essentially opposed to the bent 
of modern influences. Ite appeal was to 
sentiment rather than to law, or even 
reason; it was a system not of the 
letter, but of the spirit. The clansman 
was not the subject—a term implying 
some sort of conquest—but the kinsman 
of his chief. The chief had no title to 
indicate “a distant superiority.” He 
was simply the Macleod, or Macpherson, 
or Macshimei. But while the cleenman 
cherished a keen sense of independence, 
and expected to be treated by his chief 
with friendly familiarity, the cold and 
degrading equality typified in the Par- 
isian citizenship—child and parent of 
revolutions—would have had for him no 
charm. It was hie peculiar pride to 
claim the relationship to a superior; 
and in itself the very thought of kin- 
ship was thus inspiring and ennobling. 
Obedience became rather a privilege 
than a task, and no possible bribery or 
menace could shake his fidelity. To- 
wards the Sassenach, or the members of 
Clans at feud with him, he might act 
meanly, treacherously and cruelly with- 
out check and without compunction, for 
there he recognised no mora! obligations 
whatever. But as a claneman to hie clan 
he was courteous, truthful, virtuous, 
benevolent, with notions of honor as 
punctilious as those of the ancient 
knight. Not only waa the standard of 
public morality a high one, but it was 
impossible to evade or defy it. Most 
clans had a certain number of helote 
(descendante of captives), but pauper or 
criminal class there was none, for the 
crimes of the clansmen were committed 
only against hie enemies, and it was by 
stealing from them that he relieved the 
stress of poverty. No code of lawe—after 
all it may be a symptom of decay, and 
no proof of advance in the art of gov- 
ernment—stood between him and the 
personality gf his chief; and his chief's 
kindness, with the chief's justice and 
wisdom, begat a far warmer esteem 
for law and order than the most admir- 
able set of rules could ever have in- 
spired.

The New York Medical Journal recently 
contained a paper on ozone in the treat- 
ment of diphtheria, written by Dr. Tr- 
ving 8. Haynes, which deserves attention 
and ia in the nature of a medical dis 
covery. A preparation of ozone has 
been used in cases of tuberculosis with 
success, and the new preparation which 
Dr. Haynes has employed in diphtheria 
is called “therapol.” It has been naed 
in cases of diphtheria which had beew 
given up, and in six cases ont of seven of 
this clase recovery has been effected. 
The treatment is the swabbing of the 
throat with therapol, and the injection 
of the liquid into each nostril of the 
patient, who is kept upon his back se 
that the disinfeetion of the entire nose 
and throat can be secured. The treat- 
ment is completed by the use of the usual 
iron mixture as a gargie, and where the 
larynx is attacked, calomel fumigations 
must be used. The membrane ia dis- 
solved usually in from §& to 48 hours, its 
removal depending upon the severity of 
the attack. Dr. Haynes is o member of 
the Society of the Alumni of Bellevue 
Hospital, and deserves the thanks of 
the publie for having communipgated bis 
discovery to the world through the 
Medical Journal, and that every doctor 
may be able to apply thia new remedy 
to the removal of thia disease, it ia 
here stated that ‘‘therapol”’ may be 
had by applying to J. U. Dietrich, chem- 
iat, No. 47 Liberty street, New York. If 
Dr. Haynes has succeeded in supplying 
a remedy for this disease that is as ef- 
fective as he hase demonstrated it te 
be, he haa conferred a great benelit up 
on mankind.

As I say, the Spanish people seem to 
be born with their dancing shoes on, 
and, as a rule, they are good dancers, 
because what we love todo we generally 
do w The proverb tells us that “A 
pair licht shoes is not all that is 
wanted for dancing.” 

The fandango is the oldest national 
dance of Spain, especially in the district 
of Andalusia. Some say it was intro- 
duced by the Moors, while others claim 
it was there before they came to the 
country. This dance interprets what may 
be called a passionate love song. The 
epening, or invitation, is a wild bit of 
music, accompanied by a boisterous song, 
which ends in a loud chorus of “ah! 
ah's!” It is danced by couples, male and 
female, in what is called three-four time. 
Whe musical accompaniment is a guitar 


or a tambourine; sometimes castanets 
are used to keep time, or the spectators 
make up for the omission of the latter 
by clapping their hands. 

Almost any music will satisfy a Span- 
iard who has a good opportunity of danc- 
ing the fandango, for “a willing dancer 
is easily played to.” The village people 
in Andalusia perform the dance on 
almost every evening of the week and 
always on Sunday. 

Some of the brighter sort sometimes 
improvise verses, consisting of two or 
four lines and sing while they dance. As 
I eay, the movement is designed to inter- 
pret lovemaking between 4 couple. There 
@re coy glances on the part of the wo- 
man and smiles from the man, afivan- 
ces, retreats, feminine coquetries, mascu- 
line supplications and the eventual 
triumph of the man. 

Such a dance affords, of course, large 
scope for intelligent pantomime and Tro- 
mantic acting. It is so lively and inter- 
esting that when it is going on even 
toddling babies may be seen trying to 
imitate the grown performers. The free 
extemporaneous character of this dance 
has led to abuses at times, and the 
church has sought to suppress it. I have 
read that a Roman consistory ages ago 
was about to sign a prohibition against 
the fandango, when one of the members 
suggested that they should have it per- 
formed before them. The dance was ex- 
ecuted so well by a party of Spanish 
youths and maidens that it was not long 


before the reverend judges themselves 
came on the floor, and were capering 
ground as lively as the original — per- 
formers. 

There are no violent movements in 
Spanish dancing. Its beauty lies not 80 
much in complicated steps as in & 
graceful swaying of the body and arms. 
In some dances the performers do not 


gecm to lift their feet from the ground, 
aad remain in one spot until the dance is 


Concluded. At the end of the figure, 
when the music comes to a sudden stop, 
the two dancers. strike a graceful 
attitude, as is the custom with the 
premier danseuse in a ballet. The art 


of stopping gracefully is the principal 
test applied to a dancer. 
Nearly all dancing is accomplished by 


eincing—sometimes an impromptu mel- 
ody, but more often some song handed 
down for generation, in which all can 
take part. These songs, or ballads, are 
especially designed to serve as an accom- 
paniment to dancing. 

The ballads sung on these occasions 
gre very simple, and always have love 
for their theme.

WEDDINGS IN BRAZIL. 


Everything White and Bright 
and Gladsome. 


WHERE BABIES ARE POPULAR. 


4 Wenderfal Eculpture of Deity Crowning 
the Virgin—Character of the Peepie— 
Familiy Life—YWeuug Brides and Fat 
Matroas. 


Not far from our hotel is a fashionable 
sanctuary, to which the aristocracy of 
Rio de Janeiro go to get married. The 
church itself, thowgh shabby, bare and 
nuimposing, is interesting, because of ite 
singularity. It is surrounded by a bloom- 
ing garden of the most gorgeous flowers 
that grow in the tropics, and the dim 
and moldy interior is always brightened 
by the garlands and bouquets and orange 
blossoms which happy brides have left 
as votive offerings upon its altars. It 
is approached by a fine flight of steps, 
apon which strangers alwaye pause spell- 
bound with astonishment before the re- 
markable relief on the pediment that 
meets their gaze. It represents a scene 
in heaven, in which God, seated on 4 
throne, is leaning forward to place a 
chaplet of roses upon the Virgin’s head, 
who kneels before Him, while saints, 
and angels stand around in bare-legged 
groups and puffy-cheeked cherubim fill 
ap the spaces. Having heard of this 
celebrated work of art, which was ex- 
ecuted in Portugal a century ago, I went 
over to see it, being curious to know 
in what form the daring artist would 
venture to portray 

THE SUPREME BEING. 

He is represented as a very large man, 
with pointed beard and hair carefully 
parted in the middle, wrapped in & gar- 
ment resembling a bath gown, with san- 
dals upon His feet; and I noticed with 
interest that the coat of arms of the 
Imperial House of D. Joao ornamented 
His bhigh-backed chair, and that an old 
sword of the well-known “Damascus 
make lay across His lap—a fine ddver- 
tisement for the dealers in those blades. 
The Virgin was “ofiginally gowned in 
sky-blue, with a mantle of pink and yel- 
low, but the colors are now almost in- 
distinguishable, and the rest of the 
heavenly company wear little but smiles 
of the utmost complaisancy 

Whenever we see a number of carria- 
ges lined with white and drawn by 
white horses, skurrying around the cor- 
ner, we know it to be a wedding in the 
neighboring church; and sometimes we 
invite ourselves over to witness the cere- 
mony, for not only is it customary for 
passers-by to drop in on euch occasions 
in a friendly and informal manner, but 
the larger the impromptu gathering the 
greater compliment it is considered to 
the contracting parties, and the better 
pleased are all concerned. In Brazil all 
marriage ceremonies are ‘performed in 
church, and the local etiquette of Rio 
de Janeiro prescribes that all who can 
afford it shall hie thereto in the white 
lined carriages that are kept expressly 
for that purpose. There are 

NEVER ANY BRIDESMAIDS, 
nor pretty processions ending in artistic 
grouping around the altar, such as we 
are accustomed to see eleewhere, ‘but 
the whole party, unbidden strangere and 
all, clusters hap-hasard as near to the 
chancel rail as they can crowd, to see the 
knot securely tied. The bride is always 
dressed in white, and wears a veil top- 
ped by a wreath of orange-blossoms aod 
carries & rosary and prayer -book, and 
her female relatives come bareheaded and 
in their best gowns. As in other Catholic 
countries, the beautiful custom prevails 
of handing down from generation to gen- 
eration for weddings and confirmations, 
the same rich veil that served an early 
ancestress in those important epochs of 
her life; and naturally, the yellower it 
grows with age the more sacred it be- 
comes, in memory of the brides grown 
gray and turned to dust. Instead of 
the conventional pretty young brides- 
maids and maid of honor, the Brazilian 
bride is supported through the ceremony 
by an elderly married friend, whom ehe 
asks to take charge of her as one hav- 
ing had experience in the trying ordeal 
of Hymen's altar, As soon as the priest 
has read his say, the final is a grand 
kissing time all around, in which the 
men kiss the groom, the women kiss the

But in this latter part of the nine-

concerned. They begin to marry a little 
older, and thus have a chance to sequire 
the beginnings of an education before 
assuming the responsibilities of mother- 


conversa- | hood. Being allowed alittle more lib- 


erty, they begin correspondingly better ; 
and being better fitted to be companions 
for their husbands, the latter are more 
inclined to respect the marital vows to 
euch rigid faithful- 
ness from the weaker partners in the 
compact. Though the time is passed 
when women are caged like lunatics be- 
hind latticed gates and barred windows, 
and exhibited only at balls and on state 
occasions, under the watchful eyes of 
their keeper, trae social reform is 
hardly more accorded to them than it 
was acentury ago. The custom of be- 
trothing babies in their cradles has gone 
by, but the woman has yet very little 


choice in her own disposal. Before mar- 
riage her fate rests with her father or 
guardian, her mother having almost 
nothing to say about it ; and afterward 
her husband is as much her master as is 
the Sultan of the ladies of his harem. 
Therefore, it is not surprising that 
“society” in Rio de Janeiro is in & 
chaotic condition, to say the best of it, 
and the wisest thing that a visiting for- 
eigner can do is to keep her eyes and ears 
shut and ask no questions as to what 
appears pussling in the dualty of domes- 
tic arrangements. The conditions that 
exist here are exactly what might be 
expected in & community where mar- 
riage is regarded as a matter of con- 
venience only, where a woman ie but 4 
grown-up child, to be closely kept in 
leading-strings, and where the mothers of 
men are still restricted by the same 
absurd old rules that came down from 
the dark ages. No man will be faithful 
forever in his heart to an inferior; no 
woman, restricted, but will sigh for her 
freedom—and who can blame either ? 
BRIGHT SIDE OF FAMILY LIFE. 
But family life in Brazil has a very 
bright side, too. It is the same that 
one sees among all Latin peoples; the 
deep affection that isa too frequently 
wanting between husband and wile is 
lavished upon the children; and then 
when the boys and girls are grown, the 
debt ia repaid ten-fold with dutiful care 
and loving attention. One can forgive 
a Brazilian his shortcomings when one 
sees his pride and joy in the white- 
haired father and the reverend tender- 
ness with which he treats his mother. 
Careful, loving hands guide the tattering 
grandfather to his seat in the eveniug 
sunshine ; quick, youthful feet are ready 
for his every want, and then the younger 
children come in for his blessin and 
kiss his hand, and the stranger within 
the gate is brought forward to pay re- 
spects to him, as he sits in his halo of 
patriarchal glory. In the best families 
of Brazil the ancient Portuguese custom 
still prevails of bidding one another 
“boa noite” (literally “good night”) 
when evening comes. They may be sit- 
ting at dinner or entertaining guests in 
the salon, and on_ the eandles being 
lighted as a reminder that evening has 
come, the members of the family turn 
to one another and exchange this salu- 
tation, and the children arise and kies 
the hands of their parents. In addres- 
sing the father at night or morning, or 
when meeting after an absence, the chil- 
dren say ‘a bencao meu pai ”—your 
blessing, father—and after they are 
grown-up and gray-haired themeelves 
they continue the patriarchal and reliz- 
ious usage of having the blessing and 
kissing the parent's hand so long as he 


lives. 
FAT VS. LEAN. 


The type of countenance is Latin ; com- 
plexion dark, hair and eyes as hear to 
jet black as hair and eyes can be; fore- 
head high, nose prominent, eyes gener- 
ally large, expressive and amiable. Al- 
though there are few tall men in Brazil 
the average stature is below that of 
the Anglo-Saxon. Ladies are almost 
certain to develop excessive fat at mid- 
die age, and the men to grow leaner 
with advancing years ; and so ponderous 
wives and puny husbands are seen jog- 
ging together down the sunset slope of 
life as universally as in France. Female 
beauty is by no means as common here 
as in most parte of South America, and 
the admixture of African blood, evinced 
in thick lips, flattened noses and pinkish 
eyeballa, is often painfully apparent in 
the highest walks of life. But nowhere 
in the world is there any such prejudice 
against “color” ae in the free-and- 
equal United States, and certainly not a 
bit of it exists in Rio. The bejewelled 
wife of a wealthy nabob, whose feet are 
on the highest round of the society lad- 
der, and who rides in a carriage on 
which a coat of arms is emblazoned, has 
decidedly kinky hair and complexion the 
hue of a well-smoked ham. :

Mr. Baxter asked whether it was the 
intention of the Government, during the 
present session, to introduce any legis- 
lation to provide for the lessening of 
expenses in connection with the settle- 
ment of small estates under wills of de- 
ceased persons. 

Sir Oliver Mowat replied that the 
Legal Committee were to report a Bill 
With certain provisions to diminish the 
expenses in the direction named by the 
hon. gentleman. 

The House went into committee and 
reported Mr. Balfour’s Bill to amend 
the Street Railway Act (with slight 
amendment); Mr. Wood’s (Brant) Bill 
to amend the General Road Companies 
Act; Mr. Sharpe’s Bill to extend the 
Workman’s Lien. for Wages Act; and 
Mr. Godwin’s Bill to amend the High 
Schools Act (with amendments). 

When the second reading of Mr. Tait’s 
Bill to limit the hours of work on Sat- 
urdays was reached, 

Mr. Tait asked that the Bill be dis- 
charged. The Bill, he said, had been 
printed for distribution; deputations 
had waited upon and petitions had been 
received by the Government in its 
favor, but he thought the matter could 
be better dealt with at a future time 
when the question had been discussed 
from all sides. 

The House went into committee on 
the Georgian Bay Ship Canal and 
Power Aqueduct Company’s Bill. It 
excited considerable opposition. 

Mr. Fraser said that the powers given 
the company were such as had never 
been given to a company of this kind 
before in Ontario, especially in the 
matter of expropriation. He thought 
the company would have gigantic power 
and he was afraid of the Bill in its pres- 
ent shape. 

Mr. Clarke agreed with the hon. mem- 
ber, saying that he was not at all sat- 
isfied with the Bill as it stood. 

Mr. Gibson also spoke briefly, saying 
that he had done his best in committee 
to provide every possible safeguard in 
connection with the Bill. 

Mr. Gilmour spoke strongly in favor 
of the Bill, and while admitting that 
the route was somewhat indefinite, said 
that the company were willing to con- 
sent to any additional safeguards which 
the Legislature might think wise to put 
in the Bill. 

The discussion proceeded, however, and 
clause by clause the Bill passed through 
the committee stage. 

This carried, and the Bill was then re- 
ported with amendments. 

Mr. Gibson's Bill to incorporate the 
Hamilton Radial Electric Railway passed 
through committee, and was reported 
with alight amendments. There was no 
opposition to it. 

The House adjourned at 10.50 p. m.

WALLED IN BY A FIEND. 


Thrilling Story of Mexican 
Love and Hate, 


Cne of the quietest and most practical 
Citizens of St. Louis has a queer story 
to tell in connection with his reeent stay 
in Durango, Mexico, where he has 
spent several months looking after the 
mining interests of a firm in Chicago 
with which he has been connacted. He 
has mentioned his experience to a friend 
with whom he is quite intimate, and 
a Republic reporter caued on him and 
urged him to give the story to the press. 

“To tell the truth. I have been trying 
to keep the matter secret,” he said, 
frankly. ‘ There is something about it 
that puzzles me very much—something 
that I don’t at all understand, and I feel 
reluctant to speak about it.” 

After some urging, however, and a 
promise to withhold his name from the 
public, he told his story: 

“TI want to tell you first,” he said, 
“that I don't understand what they call 
paycbhological phenomena, and I don't be- 
lieve in them. Such a thing as supersti- 
tion is absolutely impossible for me. I 
would scarcely believe in a ghost if I 
were to see it. I would consider that I 
was being deceived by somebody — or 
something, and that the apparition could 
be explained on perfectly natural 
grounds. This will show you that the 
occurrences I am going to describe nat- 
urally gave me a great deal of trouble 
and that I am worried about them be- 
cause I don’t understand them. 

“T went down into the Province of 
Durango, as you know, about three 
months®mgo. The place in which I was 
located during that time was a very old 
and very picturesque town, scattered 
over the slope of a mountain near the 
mines with which my business was con- 
nected, and a long way from any rai'- 
road. Knowing that I would be detained 
there some time, I looked around for 
comfortable quarters, and after a day 
or two I found, away at the upper end 
of the town, a house that was presided 
over by an old Mexican woman, the only 
inmate, who rented me one room and 
charged a price that would have made 
a St. Louis landlord green with envy. 
The house had been quite a large and 
prosperous one at some time, I should 
judge, for there were ruinous walls in- 
dicating that it had once ineclosed a 
handsome court, with flowers and foun- 
tains in it; but now nothing was left 
but the front of the house, consisting of 
three or four rooms strung along in a 
row. My room was at the end of the 
string, and there was no door of com- 
munication between that and the next 
room, in which the old woman slept. To 
get into that part of the house one had 
to go outside and walk to the door along 
a little path through the tangled shrub- 
bery. I have toid you this particularly, 
because it was necessary for you to un- 
derstand what happened. 

“I was so tired the first night I slept 
like a log ,yet I did not feel refreshed 
when awakened. I felt as though some 
trouble had been weighing me down all 
night, and Icaught myself twenty times 
trying to think what it was. The impres- 
sion had not really worn away when 
night came again, and I settled myself 
to sleep once more, hoping that I would 
have a fine night's rest. 

“But in the night I was awakened 
with a start. The sound that I heard— 
it could not have been that that waked 
me, for it was low and faint—but there 
I was, wide awake in an instant and 
thrilled with a curious sensation of fear. 
What I heard was the crying and sob- 
bing of a woman, mingled with tones 
of pleading and sometimes a word or two 
of something that sounded like a prayer. 
It was evident that some woman was in 
grievous trouble. My first thought was 
that the old woman from whom I had 
rented was being murdered inthe next 
room. Snatching my revolver I dashed 
out of my room around to the door of 
hers. 

“*Here! Mother! Mother! Ganol’ I 
cried, beating on the door of her room, 
and presently she opened the door a little 
way, grumbling and cross at having been 
disturbed. 

“«What is the matter?’ she retorted 
in choice Mexican. ‘ Nothing is the mat- 
ter—nothing at all. I am no fool to lie 
awake when I might be asleep. And, 
after taking an hour or two to convince 
myself that this was true, I went to 
sleep also and slept till morning. 

“T must admit that when night came 
around again I was not so thoroughly 
convinced. [ had been debating the 
question with myself all day, and was 
more undecided than ever. It was late 
before I gave up the problem and closed 
my eyes, and had scarcely lost con- 
sciousness of myself, I think, when I was 
suddeuly broad awake again sitting up 
in bed. You must acknowledge that I 
had good reason for being startled—for, 
through the intense silence of the night 
came the low and exquisitely sweet 
tones of a woman's voice, singing in 
English, ‘Do They Miss Me at Home ?’ 
The voice was low, as it would naturally 
be coming through that thick wall. I 
sprang out of bed, with one ear to the 
wall I listened eagerly. But scarcely had 
I taken that position when the song 
ceased and the sound of sobbing began, 
and that, in turn, went off into a wild 
peal of maniac laughter. Then every- 
thing was still, and, though I waited in 
agony, no other sound came. 

“TIknew by this time that the voice 
was not that of the old woman, for hers 
was harsh and cracked enough, while 
this was sweet, cultivated and Ameri- 
ean. I began to feel sure that some un- 
fortunate girl was now confined in that 
room, Or perhaps shut up in some closet 
between the two rooms. I determined 
not to rest until I had investigated, how- 
ever rude I might seem. Perhaps a 
human life might depend on my scrut- 
iny, I kaid to myself. 

“The next day, on pretense of finding 
the old woman and buying some matches 
from her, I wert into the house through 
the kitchen, passed on into the next 
room and finally into her room. She was 
out, and looked around me in amaze- 
ment. Nowhere was therea closet or 
any other place in which it would be 
possible to hide any one away. The wall 
which separated her room from mine 
was a dead, blank wall, with not a 
break to mar its smooth surface. 

“ While I stood there the old woman 
came in. I had meant to ask her for 
matches, but a bolder spirit took pos- 
session of me as I met her suspicious 
eyes. F 

“““What have you done with the young 
girl you had in this room last night!’ 
I asked her. ‘Something wrong is going 
on in this house, and I mean to know 
what it is!’ 

“She drew away from me and hastily 
crossed herse!f. 

“<¢There is no young girl in the house !’ 
she cried, with a look of horror and 
alarm. ‘Do you see any place to hide a 
young girl 

“ And she burried away into one of the 


other rooms and shut herself up, leaving 
me to take myself off at my leisure. 

“I went out and was walking along 
the little patch to the door of my room 
when it suddenly occurred to me that the 
distance between the two doors on the 
outside seemed very much greater than 
the same distance seemed on the inside. 
In an idle spirit of investigation I took 
@ tape-measure from my pocket and 
measured the dWistance from door to 
door. Then I went into Mother Gano’s 
room and measured from the wall to the 
door ; then into my own room, where I 
measured the same distance. I stood 
astonished at the result. The wall was 
14 feet thick. 

“ I stood for a few moments pondering 
the matter, wondering curiously how any 
human voice could have found ite way 
through such a thickness of stone and 
mortar. While I stood there my eyes 
fell upon an outline in the wall bearing 
some resemblance to a doorway. A lit- 
tle investigation showed me that it had 
been a doorway once, and had _ been 
walled up. 

“Driven by sudden impulse, I went 
around to the back of the house and ex- 
amined the wall. There had been an 
arched window once, but it, too, had 
been walled up, and there was scarcely 
an outline of it left. 


“Notwithstanding all that I had seen 
and heard I was dull enough about it. 
I wondered curiously why they had 
made a wall 14 feet thick between the 
twe rooms, and why they had closed up 
a door and a window to do it, but at 
that time I was very far from suspecting 
the truth. I worked with feverish en- 
ergy that night, writing until near mid- 
night in the hope of tiring myself down 
so that I could sleep, but once more 
scarcely had I fallen into my first sound 
slumber when I was startled wide awake 
in an instant.

When 
I recovered consciousness he had closed 
up that door again and smoothed it 
over and I let it remain so. I wouldn't 
bave looked into that room again for all 
the money in the universe. “I sold the 
place to that workman when I came 
away, and he promised me that he would 
guard ite secret. 

“ As to the sounds I heard, who knows ? 
I don’t. The whole affair has pussied 
me beyond endurance, and my health 
gave way eo under it that I to come

Water Under Pressure as a feurce ef 
Bnersy. 


A hydro-electric plant of considerable 
interest is now in course of construction 
at Antwerp, Belgium, says the Engineer- 
ing R--ord. The aim of the works is to 
avoid tne us costof the continuous 
current wiring anu the high tension of 
the alternating current, which appar- 
ently is disturbing to the Belgian mind. 
The plant aims to overcome these alleg- 
ed objections by using water under pres- 
sure as a source of energy, Which is 
distributed through street pipes to a 
number of small stations. In — these

The canal that is to unite the North 
Sea with the Baltic—a work conceived 
and hegun by  Bismarck—is said to 
excel, from an engineering view, the 
Suez, Corinth and Manchester Canals) 
says the Marine Reeord, while its com- 
mercial and strategie importance fairly 
entitles it to rank as “the Suez Canal 
of Europe.” The canal will extend from 
Holtenau, on the Kieler Fjord, to Bruns- 
buttel, on the River Elbe, a distance of 
60 miles. At Grunthal, the watershed 
between the Elbe and Eider is passed 
and over the gigantic cutting, at a 
height of 130 feet above the water sur- 


face, has been built a railway bridge 
with a span of 470 feet. At normal 
water level the canal will be nine 


fathoms deep, and it will have a width 
of 22 yards at the bottom and of 36 
yards on the surface at lowest tide. 
It will be free from locks and sluices 
along its entire course, but at each er? 
a double gate will guard against danger- 
ous tides. The work will be completed 
in a few months, the construction time 
to be seven years, and the cost will be 
about $40,000,000.
